The National Safety Cou ncil had 
estimated 450 traffic deaths wou ld 
occu r this y ear from 6 p m. F ri­ 
day to last midnight, local time. 
Last y ear 420 traffic deaths oc­ 
cu rred du ring the holiday observ ­ 
ance. 
The Associated Press su rv ey ed 
the Au g.

Co uncil brushed a side a n a ttempted So v iet v eto a nd de­ 
cided to a rra nge a U.N. 
a u.N . in­ 
v estiga tio n. 
Representativ e* of the fou r su b­ 
committee members were su m ­ 
moned to th* office of the cou n­ 
cil president, Ambassador Egidio 
Oriona of Italy , to work ou t plans 
for an early departu re. 
Italy is one of the cou ntries on 
the fact-finding grou p. The others 
ar# Argentina, Japan and Tu nica. 
The cou ncil’* resolu tion creating 
the su bcommittee wa* sponsored 
by the United States, Britain and 
Franc* They ar# all member# of 
the Sou theast Asia Treaty Organi- 
ration (BEATO), which ha* de­ 
clared Laos in ita defense area. 
The plan was adopted by a v ote 
of IO to I, with the Sov iet Union 
catting the lone dissent. 
The v ote came fiv e minu te* aft­ 
er midnight toward the end of an 
emergency session that began on 
Labor Day afternoon and stretched 
throu gh eight hou rs of talk and a 
dinner break.

ROCHELLE — A 24-y ear- 
old Rochelle man, considered 
a “normal, regu lar gu y ” by 
his friends, shot and killed a 
y ou ng Rochelle Army wife 
here Monday night and then 
tu rned the same rev olv er on 
himself a few hou rs later in 
a 
cornfield 
sou thwest 
of 
town. 


Dead in the m u rder — su icide 
are Wu iford Leon Neal, 109 N. 
Third St., and Mrs. Bonnie Pifer 
Holt. 19. 316 N. Sev enth St. 
Au thorities said the same weap­ 
on — a .22 caliber rev olv er — 
killed both Neal and Mrs. Holt. 
“ Little Ib>u bt” 
Rochelle Police Chief Oliv er Sit- 
ler said this morning there was 
little dou bt that Neal's death was 
a su icide or that he was the per­ 
son who shot and killed Mrs. Holt. 
According to a brother of the 
dead man, Billy Ry e Neal, 109 N. 
Third St., Rochelle, Neal had been 
dating Mrs. Holt off and on for 
sev eral months. 
Mrs. Holt is married to Vemest 
Holt, a priv ate first class stationed 
in Germany with the 5lst Infantry , 
4th Armored Div ision. 
Mrs. Holt liv ed with her moth­ 
er, Mrs. Fay Bifer, in a Sev enth 
Street apartment dwelling. 
“ Qu iet, a Good SjHirt” 
Neal described his brother as 
q u iet and a good sport. He said 
. also that he thou ght his brother 
was u nder psy chiatric care, bu t 
he didn’t know where. Althou gh 
the tw’o brothers had liv ed to­ 
gether off and on for 18 months 
since the dead man's discharge 
from the Air Force, Neal said that 
he and his brother led separate 
liv es. 
Neal was admitted Au g. 19 to 
the Rockford Memorial Hospital 
where he was u nder the care of 
a neu ro su rgeon, Dr. John Van- 
landingham. 
Neal was 
released 
after three day s of 
treatment. 
Neu rology is a science dealing 
with the diseases of the nerv ou s 
sy stem. 
T roope r Finds Body 
Neal's body was fou nd ju st after 
8 a rn. today by State Trooper 
Kenneth Fallback who was patrol- 
mg an area abou t two miles sou th­ 
west of Rochelle.
